I look back upon my own life. I was earning my own; 

living in 1916 when I was 15 years old. I was 
going to high school, at night, to acquire an education,? 
after 10 hours of work in a factory. I remember my, 
fellow students, who ranged in age from 14 to 50.; 
All of us were victims of Wilson’s “New Freedom.”- 
In short, none of us was earning more than $10 a ; 
week; I was earning $4. The Democratic party was in! 
full power, so consequently there was a depression. 

We had one thing in common, however: we believed , 
that man was important, that Almighty God answered 
prayer, and that, with His help, if we worked hard; 
enough, we could amount to something. ^ 

The '20s were no less rigorous. Most of us never ^ 
knew they were “ roaring ” and disillusioned.

And a living and robust society never had, 
and still never has, a place for the spiritually ' weak'

I am deeply angered that Drew Pearson, who wrote sneering articles 
about Mr. Kennedy and his wife prior to Mr. Kennedy's heinous assassination, 
is now attacking the FBI. I feel a personal anger in this for my husband was 
with the Department of Justice for 30 years and has a special citation from it. 
You have my sympathy, and my support, just as you have them from millions 
of other Americans . It was not your fault, nor the fault of the Secret Service, 
that Mr. Kennedy was murdered. Probably the FBI and the Secret Service had 
been given orders to "watch" the conservatives, and not a known Communist. 
One wonders what kind of sinister men surrounded Mr. Kennedy, so that he 
was assured he was safe from the Communists in America. 


Last spring I received a violent leaflet suggesting that Mr . Kennedy 
be "lynched," from Lincoln Rockwell, whose recent letter to me is enclosed. 

' Now, I know very well, and so do other people - one who is writing a book 
about it - that Rockwell is an agent provocateur of the Communist Party USA. 

In fact, his lieutenant, Seth Ryan, has been secretly photographed in the 
•very close and amiable company of Gus Hall, the notorious Communist. The 
man who is writing the book - and including documents and photographs - is 
Joe.E. Kamp, who was always a strong conservative. And my husband, as I 
wrote you before, knew from his long experience in the Department the Com- 
munist jargon and terminologyf^fat the language Rockwell uses in his dirty 
little sheets is purely Communistic. 

I sent the leaflet, which urged the murder of the President, to the 
Attorney General in Washington, and I gave him full information as to Rock- 
well's real supporters, which includes the Anti-Defamation League, whatever 
that is. I told the Attorney General that Rockwell was an agent provocateur 
of the Communist Party USA. A certain Oran Waterman, of the Department of 
Justice in Washington^ wrote me a very cold , 'article' / advising me to study the 
First Amendment to the Constitution which guarantees freedom of speech and 
publication! In short, Rockwell, the crypto-Communist, had every right to 
suggest the murder of the President. I thought there were laws prohibiting 
the urging of mortal attack on anyone. It seems I was mistaken. 

As a famous novelist I am the target of Communist and Leftist liter- 
ature published all over the country. Now, Democrats and Republicans can 
cheerfully or indignantly attack each others’ Administrations - and their own - 
but this is not true of the Liberal/Leftist/Communist combine. Their slightest 
complaint is dangerous - and they have long been dissatisfied with Mr. Kennedy, 
They thought he'd overthrow our Constitution and set up a Soviet dictatorship. 
He disappointed them, of course. Such novelists as Gore Vidal and Norman 
Mailer, and columnists of the Left like Pearson, have been attacking Mr. 
Kennedy for a long time, and Mailer has just published a book of vituperation 
against Mr. Kennedy. Mailer is a notorious Leftist, and all Leftists are a 
lethal. ^ ' 

Accordingly, I wrote Mr. Kennedy late last August warning him that 


he was in deadly da4pr_trpm the Combine. I receive^p very 
letter in reply. (We naC^for a long time, kept up a correspondence.) His re- 
ply did not satisfy me, so I wrote an article, published on October 31st, in a 
Catholic periodical, THE WANDERER, of St. Paul, Minn., outlining my reasons 
for believing that the Combine would soon attempt to kill Mr. Kennedy. I sent 
copies to Mr. Kennedy and to my friend. Senator Thomas Dodd, (D.Conn) Be- 
fore they had time to reply Mr. Kennedy was murdered. Judging from the liter- " 
ature of the Combine , which they sent me over a period of years , I should say 
that Mr. Johnson, himself, is now in danger. 

Our State Department has some terrible questions to answer about Os- 
wald. I doubt they will be asked by Earl Warren, who, in 62 out of 63 decisions 
concerning known Communists, voted in favor of them and let them go. My 
grandmother used to tell me an Irish story about a judge, an Englishman in Ire- 
land, who was judge, jury, prosecuting attorney, hangman and local under- 
taker . Shortly before Mr. Kennedy was murdered Senator Dodd wrote me that 

everywhere he turns he confronts "a shapeless foe which moves like an enigma 
. over everything." It is no enigma to me, nor is it to you. 

A few days ago my husband was in a barber shop on Eggert Road east 
uf iMain Street, just near the Sample Shop, which is on Main., (Like all men, 
my husband does not know the name of his barber, to whom he has gone for 
years .) A very restless, "Oswald" type oi young man came in and out, in im- 
patience , The barber told my husband that the young man had laughed in joy 
in the barber shop when the news came over the radio that our President had been! 
shot, and that he had exclaimed something to the effect thaLthere.'d be "more . 
and more like that" until Communism conquered in America. The barber knows 
the young man's name, and could give it to you. No doubt the young man is as 
deranged as was Oswald - but when were Communists not deranged? The fact 
that they are mad makes them that more dangerous . - No doubt but that while 
the Dallas police were watching "Birchites" Oswald was being ignored as a 
"crack-pot." Like Rockwell, for instance. 

I And, no doubt Rockwell's suggestion that the President be murdered 

was ignored because he is an agent provocateur of the Communist Party USA. 

If a so-called "Rightist" had made that suggestion he would have been scooped 
up at once. I have received, and still receive, conservative literature from 
both Democrat and Republican sources all over the country, and though it criti- 
cized policies of the President it never once suggested that Mr. Kennedy be 
harmed, nor did it ever attack him as a person - as Pearson often did - nor de- 
fame his family - as Pearson often did. 

One wonders why that law demanding the registration of all Communists 
as agents of a foreign government was never enforced. It was ignored, and it 
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books for years . Had Oswald been registered, openly,
